AND POSSEMEN ACQUITTED 

Verdict Was Greeted With Vigorous and Per 
sistent Aoolause

OLD MEN IN TEARS AND 
MANY PEOPLE JUBILANT. 

Trial Judge Says He Never Saw 
Such Interest Taken in 
a Case. 

Thinking People Realized Importance to 
County'i Future of Thi» Decision. 

The famous murder trial, in- 
volving the liberty of Former 
Deputy Sheriff J. B. Lindle and 
Possemen Wade Mcintosh and 
Ed Johnson, endea Saturday 
mornyig at Madisonville, when 
the jury brought in a verdict of 
acquital, after having had the 
case for twenty-four hours. The 
killing for which these men were 
on trial occurred January 21, 
1901, when a clash occurred be- 
tween the posse and a body of 
armed union miners, who were 
marching toward the properties 
of the Carbondale and Crabtree 
Coal Companies in this county. 
The officers were trying to en- 
force a proclamation of the 
sheriff prohibiting unlawful con- 
gregations and demonstrations 
for the purpose of intimidation 
in the neighborhood of the coal 
mines of the county, where the 
non-union men were peacably em- 
ployed. The officers were fired 
on while Deputy Lindle was in 
the act of reading the proclama- 
tion and the first two shots were 

e and two of the leading file 
of the miners' side were killed. 
The verdict vindicates the testi- 
mony of the defendants that they 
only fired in self defense, and 
meets general approval through- 
out Hopkins connty. When the 
verdict was announced the 
crowded court room broke into 
irrepressible applause and the 
enthusiasm spread at once over 
the town and county. Madison- 
ville was crowded with farmers 
and citizens from the outlying 
towns and great interest was 
manifested in the result. The 
Southern portion of Hopkins 
county, where are located the 
big coal mining operations, was 
at once in a jubilee over the ac- 
quittal. At the first trial two 
years ago a jury rendered a com- 
promised verdict, sentencing the 
three men to two years in the 
penitentiary. Immediately after 
giving this verdict three of the 
jurymen made affidavits that six 
of their number were, during all 
the deliberation of the jury, in 
favor of acquittal, but that they 
had agreed to the verdict only as 
a compromise with contending 
factions of the jury. The case 
went to the Court of Appeals 
and the lower court was reversed. 
Judge Ira Julian, of Frankfort, 
presided in the last trial as 
special judge, by appointment 
of Governor Beckham, Judge J. 
F. Gordon, of this district, hav- 
ing formerly been an attorney 
in the ease. 

Judge William H. Yost, of 
Greenville, Ky., who has for two 
years been the chief attorney for 
the United Mine Workers of 
America, took leading part in 
the prosecution with Common- 
wealth's Attorney John Grayot. 
The local attorneys for the de- 
fense ware assisted by Congress- 
man Oil ie James, of Marion, and 
Judge James Breathitt, of Hop- 
kinsville. Nearly all the wit-

were impeached in this trial? 

There is a feeling of strong ap- 
proval among the substantial 
people of the county because the 
officers of the law are vindicated, 
and the acquittal is looked upon 
as the tgreatest victory for law 
and order that has been achieved 
in Hopkins county for many 
years. 

Speeches in the case were 
made by W. H. Yost, County At- 
torney Kuby LaiFoon and Com- 
monwealth's Attorney John 
Grayot, for the prosecution. On 
the side of the defense Congress- 
man Ollie James, Judge James 
Breathitt and J. P. Dempsey ad- 
dressed the jury. The speeches 
of Messrs. James and Breathitt 
are spoken of by experienced 
listeners as masterpieces of ora- 
tory and logic. 

The case went to the jury a 
little before noon on Friday and 
after about four hours delibera- 
tion' the jury reported they 
could not agree. The jurymen 
were admonished by the court 
that the case was a very costly 
oue to the Commonwealth and 
had already been postponed long 
and they were sent back to the 
jury room to consult further and 
find a verdict, if possible. Com- 
mon report now has it that the 
jury at first stood eight for ac- 
quittal and four for conviction, 
but that after carefully consider- 
ing the evidence and studying 
the instructions, the four who 
were originally for conviction 
became convinced that the de- 
fendants should be cleared, and 
rendered their verdict according- 
ly. 

The display of enthusiastic 
popular approval of the verdict 
was a surprise to the most sau- 
guine friends of Former Deputy 
Sheriff Lindle and his possemen. 
Life long residents of the county ; 
men of the highest standing and 
most spotless character; champ- 
ions of law and order from their 
boyhood to present honorable 
old age, wept for joy when the 
verdict was announced. One 
old citizen embraced Wade Mc- 
intosh and kissed him. Con- 
gratulations to the jury were 
general and genuine, and it now 
appears that no verdict ever met 
with such general approval on 
the part of the thinking people 
of Hopkins county, who had 
come to realize that upon the de- 
cision in this case hung in a large 
measure the future welfare of 
the county. 

The jury was composed of farm- 
ers from the northern portion of 
the county. Most of whom lived 
near Oak Wall. They were :

THE FIGHT IS ON 

Between the Pennsylvania R. R. and the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. 

A special from Philadelphia 
says: Fifteen hundred mile? of 
telegraph line put out of busi- 
ness, 15,000 miles of wire ground- 
ed, (i0,000 poles chopped down 
and $750,000 worth of telegraph 
property destroyed is the record 
of yesterday's developments in 
the Pennsylvania-Western Union 
fight. 

The blow fell almost simulta- 
neously in six states, Pennsylva- 
nia, New Jersey, Maryland, New 
York, Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia. Fully 8,000 men, distrib- 
uted along nearly 2,500 miles of 
railroad, were employed in the 
work of destruction. New axes 
were stored at convenient points. 
When the order came every sec- 
tion gang turned in to demolish 
the Western Union property. 
Thus the work was cut up into 
sections, averaging about two 
miles of railroad. 

At 1 :50 the work of destruction 
was started near the Delaware 
river bridge. 

By tonight the Pennsylvania 
officers expect to have every 
Western Union pole and wire 
down over every mile of railroad 
to which the order applied. The 
wire and poles will be loaded on 
construction trains and carried 
away. Then a bill will be ren- 
dered the Western Union for the 
cost of removing its poles and 



CANTRILL TO VACATE 

Court of Appeals Gives Opinion on Con- 
duct Powers Case. 

Frankfort, Ky., May 22. — The 
Court of Appeals today, in an 
opinion written by Judge Hob- 
son, a Democratic Judge, render- 
ed a decision sustaining the mo- 
tion of Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney R. B. Franklin for a rule to 
compell Judge J. E. Cantrill to 
vacate the bench in the case of 
Cabel Powers, which was called 
for a third trial at the May t^rm 
of the Scott Circuit Court. 

The court says today : "The 
opinion of the Court of Appeals 
in the case of Powers vs. the 
Commonwealth iB binding on the 
Circuit Judge no less than this 
court. On return of the case to 
the Circuit Court it was incum- 
bent upon the Circuit Judge to 
vacate the bench in obedience to 
the mandate of this court. No 
further showing was required." 

Kentucky Farmer Unearths Money. 

At Wilmore, Ky., while Mr. 
Melvin Reynolds was plowing he 
unearthed $4,550 in conterfeit 
twenty-five and fifty-cent pieces 
of issue between 1854 and 1864. 
During the year 1864 John Mor- 
gan camped on the site, and dur- 
ing that year Capt. Cook was 
shot to death while trying to es- 
cape after being arrested on a 
charge of counterfeiting. Pre- 
vious to this time Cook had been 
arrested on the same charge and 
had served a term in the peni- 
tentiary and on his release it is 
presumed that he worked his old 
tricks and that the money found 
was some that he had hidden.

Chairman Louis Landram, editor 
of the Central Record, and Com- 
mitteeman E. A. Gullion, editor 
of the Henry County Local; 
David B. Wallace, of the War- 
saw Independent, and Thos. C. 
Underwood, editor of the New 
Era. Besides these, there were 
in attendance Messrs. J. W. Hop- 
per, of Louisville; Harry Mc- 
Carty, of Nicholasville, and Har- 
ry A. Sommers, of Elizabethtown, 
besides Mr. Lew B. Brown, ed- 
itor of the Harrodsburg Demo- 
crat. The attendance being so 
good, forecasts a most interesting 
meeting. 

The following invitation ad- 
dressed to Chairman Landrum, 
was received from Lexington, 
which city asks for the annual 
meeting : 

"City of Lexington, Ky., May 
8, 1908.— Louis Landram, Esq., 
Lancaster, Ky. My Dear Sir: 
I desire to extend to the Ken- 
tucky Press Association a most 
cordial invitation to hold its next 
annual meeting in Lexington and 
to promise to itB members a warm 
welcome and the freedom of the 
city. The citizens of Lexington 
will, I feel sure, do all in their 
power to make the meeting of 
the association both pleasant and 
profitable to the members when 
they attend, if it will do us the 
honor of meeting here. 

"I, myself, feel a peculiar in- 
terest in the Kentucky Press As- 
sociation, having for over 25 
years been closely identified with 
the press of the State and hav- 
ing founded the first daily paper 
published in Kentucky outside 
of the city of Louisville. 

"If you will be good enough to 
convey to the association the in- 
vitation which I extend in the 
name of the city of Lexington 
and use your efforts to induce 
them to hold the meeting here, 
I will endeavor to make the 
meeting in every way worthy of 
the high calling of its members.

One of these is 
the Frances E. WUllard Settlement 
which Inoludei the Bethosda Day 
Nursey and Kindergarten. 

In their last annual report it is 
shown that 2,(539 infants have been 
cared lor during the year, aud 5,176 
children under 6 years of age. The 
settlement was a great refuge for 
the poor women who had no fuel, 
during the extreme cold days of the 



winter. It is at all times a blessing 
to the little children whose mothers 
are forced to go out to woik to sup- 
port their families. Here they are 
cared for, taught i nd fed from 7 
o'clock in the morning until 7 
o'clock at night, when the tired 
mothers call for them on their wav 
home from work. 

Why la This? 

A society was recently organized 
at 188 Dearborn street, called the 
Chicago Bartenders and Saloonkeep- 
ers' Total Abstinence Society, with 
sixteen charier members. Win. H. 
Dargan, who has been In the liquor 
business in Chicago for thirty years 
was elected president. In his ad- 
dress of acceptance he said, "If the 
man behind the bar drinks with one 
man he must drink with all. He 
must either be a total abstainer 
ultimately become a drunkard." 

From statistics presented at the 
meeting it was shown that fully one- 
third of the bartenders and saloon 
owners of Chicago are total abstain- 
era. In many of the larger saloons 
the proprietors will not employ & 
man who drinks at all. 

Why? we are inclined to ask. If 
beer la the healthful drink it Is said 
to be, why abstain? If alcohol Is a 
food nourishing the body, as the 
friends of the traffic claim it to be. 
why abstain? We never hear of 
grocers organizing and requiring a 
pledge from their employes not to 
use flour, nor vegetables, sugar and 
salt; then why does the saloonkeep- 
er discriminate against his own 
wares? Aye, that's the question. 
Blind are they who can not see.

Act of Intimidation Not Endorsed 
by People Along Route. 

SERVICE WAS RESUMED AT ONCE. 

Washington, May 22.— Post, 
master General Payne has order- 
ed the immediate resumption .'of 
service on the suspended rural 
free delivery mail route at Gal- 
latin, Tenn. The resignation 
John O. Allgood, the negro 
rier, who was intimidated and 
who refused to resume work, has 
been accepted and the civil serv- 
ice commission has been called 
upon to certify a carrier to fill 
his place. 

The postmaster general gave 
out the following statement re- 
garding the case : , 

In the case of John C. All- 
good, rural free delivery carrier, 
nvestigation was made by 
Inspectors Conger and Bains. 
From their report it appears that 
the carrier was stopped by two 
men and warned not to continue 
n service. The papers in the 
rase show that this lawless act is 
nut approved by the people liv- 
ruute No. 1, or by the peo- 
ple in that vicinity and that the 
persons guilty of the act are 
alone responsible. It is believed 
by the inspectors that Carrier 
Allgood can resume the delivery 
of the mail on this route and as 
evidence of this fact it appears 
that a neighboring route is now 
being served by a colored man. 

Under all the circumstances 
the department is not disposed 
to hold the people on route No. 1 
responsible for the act of the two 
men referred to, and it would be 
unjust to deprive them of their 
mail facilities under the condi- 
tions. 

It is therefore ordered that 
the resignation of John 0. All- 
good be accepted and service on 
the route be resumed at once." 

The postmaster general stated 
that the civil service commission 
certifies only one name to him 
and that person will be appoint- 
ed regardless of color.

Governor Beckham Orders a Strong Guard 
to Protect Court and Witnesses. 

Frankfort, Ky., May 22.— Af- 
ter a consultation with Judge D. 
B. Redwine that lasted nearly 
two hours, and at which the sit- 
uation in Breathitt county was 
thoroughly discussed, Gov. Beck- 
ham decided to order out 100 
men of the State Guard under 
Col. Roger D. Williams, of Lex- 
ngton, to go to Jackson to aid in 
;he enforcement of the law at 
the special term of the Breathitt 
Circuit Court, which was called 
by Judge Redwine to begin Mon- 
lay, May 25. 

Since it became known that 
Judge Redwine would ask for 
troops to protect tho witnesses in 
the investigation of the assassi- 

,tion of J. B. Marcum and oth- 
ers at Jackson, nearly all of the 
militiamen in tho State li:ive 
manifested a desire to be sent to

The testimony of each witness 
was written out by Common- 
wealth's Attorney A. F. Byrd 
in "long hand" and each wituess 
signed his testimony. 

Curtis Jett, who is in jail at 
Winchester, will be brought to 
Jackson tomorrow by Elizor 
Charles Little, and a detail of 
five militiamen, who will go to 
Winchester on a morning train 
for the prisoner and return on 
the Lexington and Eastern train, 
vlug here at l> o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

Tom White was arrested at his 
liome, fifteen miles southwest 
ot Jackson Tuesday. Special 
Deputy Sheriff J. B. " Little and 
six militiamen, mounted on the 
best horses procurable, raced 
iss the mountains and cap- 
tured him. 

The soldiers were armed to 
the teeth, ' and as White was 
considered a desperate man every 
effort was made to quietly 
surround him and get the drop 
on him before he knew what was 
wanted.

I. Delivered in Berlin for Thirty-Five 



A Reproduction of Old Castle Built by 
I, of Prussia. 



The plans for the German Nation- 
al Pavilion at the World's Fair, St. 
Louis have been completed and sub- 
mitted to the Director of Works, 
Isaac S. Taylor, for approval. It 
has been the endeavor of the Ger- 
man Government to keep the archi- 
tecture of tne building in harmony 
with the Exposition buildings In the 
immediate vicinity. The pavilion 
will be a fairly accurate reproduc- 
tion of the Central portion of the 
royal castle at Charlottenburg, near 
Berlin. This old castle occupies a 
conspicuous place in the history of 
German architecture. It was built 
about the end of the 17th century for 
aud under the direction of Frederick 
I., first King of Prussia. The castle 
was designed by Andreas Schlueter, 
the greatest German architect of 
that period. 

The architecture of the Chalotteu- 
burg Castle is imposing. The main 
facade is in two stories, crowned by 
an enormous stilted dome. The fa- 
cade of the first floor is in rustic 
stone. The second floor is orna 
mented with engaged Corinthian 
columna. In the center of the fa- 
cade is a projecting bay crowned by 
a beautiful classic pediment. 

The drum of the dome, which is 
also surronded by a Corinthian en- 
gaged colonnade, is higher than one 
of the stories of the building. The 
curve of the dome is broken by six 
bull's eye windows and is crowned 
by a towering lantern surronded by 
a sculptured figure. 

In the pavilion the ground floor 
will be used for reading, writing, of- 
fice and reception purposes. The 
second floor has been set aside for 
purposes of representation. It will 
embrace a if actual reproduction of 
the state rooms of ;he Castle of 
Charlotteenburg, These rooms will 
be fitted up with precious old furni- 
ture, Goeblins, and silve ornaments, 
the products of byegono days. In a 
separate building but with connect- 
ed with it will be a restaurant and 
a "Knelpstube'' a combination of 
smoking room, drinking room, res- 
taurant and fraternal society Jodge 
room. This subsidiary building will 
harmonize completely with the 
architecture of the main structure 
and will be connect with it by an 
alley. 



Liquid air is delivered in Ber- 
lin two liters (52K gallon) at a 
time for about Jlo cents. In a 
recent issue of Energie, of that 
city, it is stated that the recep- 
tacles are made of glass with 
double walls, the space between 
the walls being filled with an in- 
sulating material, tRe walls 
being silvered to prevent radia- 
tion of heat and the whole envel- 
oped in an insulating material. 
They retain their tempature for 
fourteen days. Several drops in 
fi glass of water produce freezing, 
*nd it is intended for such uses 
as refreshing drinks and improv- 
ing the condition of the air in 
sick rooms.
